Dear Mr. RileyJ

The records of he Department of Environmental Services {DES) show that Winnstock
Condominiums water system is classified as a public water system {PWS), as defined by RSA
485: l-a. A p S is defined as any water system serving 15 or more services, or 25 or more
people for 60 o more days per year. As such, the water system owner is required to submit
samples to the tate laboratory or a State-certified laboratory for coliform bacteria analysis in
compliance wit NH Administrative Rule Env-Ws 325.

DES records shbw that Standard Maximum Contan1inant Level (MCL) violations for total
coliform bacteria, as defined in NH Admin. Rule Env-Ws 315.01 have occurred ~d that letters
of violation wete issued for the following months:

September 2003 and June 2004

DES believes t~e MCL violations can be corrected and future violations prevented by taking the

following actio~s:

1 ~y July 16,2004, retain the services ora qualified water system consultant to
,ddress the system's water quality problems relative to the recent bacteriological
~ccurrences; and

2 ~y July 30,2004, submit to DES for review a copy of the consultant's report
~hich shall include recommendations to correct the bacteria contamination; and

3 t y August 13, 2004, submit to DES for review and approval an implementation
chedule which identifies specific dates by which steps to correct the bacteria
ontamination will be accomplished.
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In the event compliance is not achieved within this period, DES may take further enforcement

action, including issuing an order requiring the deficiencies be corrected, initiating an
administrative fine proceeding and/or referring the matter to the NH Department of Justice for
imposition of appropriate penalties.
